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Newark's evolu- 

tion through the 
ages, the creation of 
the New Jersey Per- 
forming Arts Center 
represents a pivotal 
turning point. NJPAC's 
role as a catalyst for 
Newark’s economic 
rebirth, and as a por- 
tal to showcase 
artistic excellence 
from New Jersey and 
all corners of the 
globe, provides an 
invaluable contribu- 
tion to the quality of 
life for all the citizens 
of our state." 

So said Philip S. Thomas, the Arts Center's 
founding Vice President, Arts Education, on the 
occasion of NJPAC's fifth anniversary in 2002. 
His remarks were included in a special anniver- 
sary publication. 

After twelve years at the helm of the nation's 
ourth largest arts education program, Thomas 
departed from NJPAC earlier this year. A national 
search is underway to find his successor. 

“Му affiliation with NJPAC has been among 
he most rewarding experiences of my profes- 
sional life," says Thomas. “I am very grateful to 
have had the opportunity to create, along with 
extraordinary input from staff and community 
leaders, an arts education program that has 
become a national model. | am looking forward 
o the next phase of my life and to many excit- 
ing challenges ahead." 

Thomas joined NJPAC in 1992 as Director of 
Arts Education and was promoted to Vice Presi- 
dent in 1995. He was responsible for developing 
a comprehensive Arts Education Department 
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for NJPAC that 
includes a perform- 
ance series, school- 
based residency pro- 
grams, professional 
development pro- 
grams for educators, 
and arts training pro- 


grams іп theater, 
dance, music and lit- 
erary arts. 


Among the pro- 
grams created during 
Thomas's tenure 
are NJPAC's annual 
Kwanzaa Festival and 
Marketplace, annual 
Rev. Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. Celebration, 
the NJPAC Jubilation Choir, the NJPAC/WYACT 
Summer Musical Theater Production, the Young 
Artist Institute, the Wachovia Jazz for Teens 
music training program, and a statewide Young 
Artist Talent Search. Additionally, the Lucent 
Technologies Center for Arts Education was 
inaugurated under Thomas's watch. 

"Philip Thomas has been a valued member of 
NJPAC's senior management team," says NJPAC 
President and CEO Lawrence P. Goldman. "By 
starting an education program five full years 
before the Arts Center opened its doors, Philip 
helped NJPAC signal to the world that a commit- 
ment to children and their families was intrinsic 
to our overall mission." 

“Our commitment to a broad, expansive, 
high-quality arts education program is as 
strong as ever," Goldman adds. "Arts education 
will remain a central and vital part of NJPAC's 
mission." 

In a recent interview, Thomas recalled that he 
was attracted to NJPAC in the first place 
“because of the mission of the organization; 
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what it would mean to Newark and its residents; 
its ability to have a significant impact on the New 
Jersey artistic community; the opportunity to 
serve New Jersey audiences with high-quality, 
unique performances; and the chance to be a 
resource for the state’s children and the educa- 
tional community.” 

On the occasion of his departure, many of 
Thomas's partners shared words of praise. 

“Philip elevated the role of arts education, both 
for schools and the community, in the professional 
arena,” says Carolyn Dorfman, Artistic Director of 
the New Jersey-based Carolyn Dorfman Dance 
Company. “He inherently understood the power of 
the arts to illuminate, educate and change pat- 
terns of thinking and behaving. He understood that 
arts education meant immersing students in the 
making, doing and seeing of art. He also sought to 
include talented artists, with a special focus on 
New Jersey artists, in all developmental and artis- 
tic aspects of his programming.” 

“Young people involved in the arts do better in 
school — and in life,” says Cynthia Meryl, Artis- 
tic Director of the Westfield Young Artists’ 
Cooperative Theater. “NJPAC and Philip Thomas 
had the vision that arts education should be 
accessible to all the youth of New Jersey. Philip 
took a chance on our little-known company 
and invited us to NJPAC because he knew the 
partnership would enable aspiring young per- 
formers and technicians, from all socioeconomic 
backgrounds, to participate in a first-rate, pro- 
fessional level musical production — for free. 
Because of the exposure we have received at 
NJPAC, WYACT was raised to a higher level and 
is now a recognized and respected New Jersey 
youth theater company." 

"Philip opened the doors of NJPAC to the chil- 
dren of the NJN Hispanic Youth Showcase 
(presented annually in the Victoria Theater) with 
the goal of giving neighborhood kids an opportu- 
nity to shine in one of the best performing arts 
centers in the world, says Willie Sanchez, the 
Emmy® Award-winning Executive Producer of 
New Jersey Network's /mages/Imagenes pro- 
gram. "We will always be grateful to him for the 
opportunity, for his wisdom, his dedication, and 
his love for the arts and young people in the Gar- 
den State." 
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Thomas names several milestones among the 
most exciting memories he takes from his NJPAC 
experience. They include early action projects 
such as Mural Magic and Fat City, which 
engaged youngsters from Newark and the sub- 
urbs in NJPAC arts education activities several 
years before the Arts Center opened its doors. 

Post-opening highlights for Thomas include 
the creation of the Lucent Center, co-founding 
the Jubilation Choir, the annual NJPAC Kwanzaa 
and Martin Luther King celebrations, and "the 
ability to bring international artists, particularly 
all the great dance companies and gospel 
artists, to the stages of NJPAC." Thomas also 
points with pride to the achievements of the 
many "graduates" of NJPAC arts training pro- 
grams. "Many, like our first Star-Ledger 
scholarship recipient, Tyshawn Sorey, have 
gone on to college, completed degrees and now 
perform professionally." 

He also counts the creation, in 1994, of a 10- 
year action plan for the NJPAC Arts Education 
Department as a highlight. “The most exciting 
thing for me in developing the 10-year action 
plan was the public discourse," he recalls. “It 
was important for us to have the ability to engage 
in dialogue with the many varied sectors of New 
Jersey communities, to gauge their expectations 
for how the Arts Center could be a resource for 
children, families and the educational commu- 
nity. We learned that it pays to engage in an 
inclusive process. It informed our artistic and 
programmatic decisions in arts education." 

Out of the planning process came the mix of 
performances, arts training, professional devel- 
opment and scholarship programs that have 
become the hallmarks of the NJPAC arts educa- 
tion program. “The process informed us what 
would be best for the State of New Jersey," says 
Thomas. "We took a look at existing cultural 
resources in the state and did not want to com- 
pete with or duplicate programs. We benefited 
greatly from the broad range of experts in many 
fields who helped NJPAC crystallize how the Arts 
Center could best serve the various publics in 
New Jersey." 

Thomas credits an array of corporate, founda- 
tion and individual sponsors and donors whose 
enlightened philanthropy helped make the 
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МУРАС arts education program so widely 
regarded. “You have to start with the pillars,” he 
says. “Coming right out of the box were the 
Amelior Foundation, Prudential Foundation and 
The Victoria Foundation, all of which are still with 
NJPAC today. Their assistance was, and 
remains, particularly critical because they pro- 
vided the initial administrative support to get the 
program off the ground. That was a leap of faith 
and very generous of them.” 

“It has been so rewarding,” he continues. 
"The donor commu- 
nity has been 
unwavering in its 
commitment to stabi- 
izing the financial 
ability of the Arts Cen- 
er to continue its 
commitment to chil- 
dren long into the 
uture. Through year- 
о-уваг support and

His colleagues were eager to repay the com- 
pliment. “Philip Thomas is a visionary who in a 
few short years created the 4^ largest arts edu- 
cation department in the United States," says 
Sanaz Hojreh, Assistant Vice President for Arts 
Education, and Donna Bost White, Director of 
Arts Education. "Philip managed to motivate 
young and old to 
accomplish the sin- 
gle goal of enriching 
the lives of children. 
During his tenure 
at NJPAC, Philip 
amassed an army of 
staff, artists, and vol- 
unteers to һер 
achieve this goal. He 
has left a legacy at 
NJPAC.”

Thomas also made a point to recognize the 
contributions of the Arts Education Department 
staff over the years. "We were fortunate early on 
о attract some very bright, energetic and pas- 
sionate young people to join our staff, and 
hey've stayed through the years and have really 
had time to learn all the nuances of the complex 
range of programming we provide," he says. 
"They not only manage it well, they are also able 
0 look at how that programming can be

has left "possibilities

that actually worked, Hollywood executives 

left L.A. and began to scour the Great White 
Way for promising performers, composers, and 
writers to help develop the tradition of the movie 
musical. The biggest winners in those early years 
were vaudeville stars like Fanny Brice, Helen 
Morgan and Eddie Cantor; Broadway songwriters 
Jerome Kern, Irving Berlin, and George and Ira 
Gershwin; and a notoriously tenacious guy named 
Florenz Ziegfeld, Jr., whose spectacular, girl-filled 
stage revues were being filmed virtually intact for 
the big screen. 

By the late 1920's, it seemed that almost every 
Hollywood movie featured some musical element, 
^ but poor production quality soon turned off an 
ү increasingly discerning audience, and a glut on the 
market sent some Hollywood neophytes (like 
Rodgers and Hart) scampering back to New York. 
As the upheaval of those early sound years sub- 
sided, MGM took the lead as the home of the 
, movie musical, and Hollywood established a sub- 
~ genre that would dominate the decade: the 
backstage musical. 
| By the early 1930's, the basic ingredients of the 

show biz musical had already been established by 

{ blockbusters like 1927's The Jazz Singer (starring 
| Al Jolson) and 1929's The Broadway Melody. 
| Former Broadway choreographer Busby Berkeley, 
became an undisputed master of the form. 


р 1926, having found а sound technology 


| Recruited by MGM to work on Whoopee (1930), 
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Warner Brothers later invited him to choreograph 
their newest backstage saga, 42" Street- a 
project that seemed destined to become the quin- 
tessential backstage story. 

Inspired by an obscure Hollywood entry called 
On with the Show (1929), 42" Street featured 
Ruby Keeler, Dick Powell and Warner Baxter, direc- 
tion by Lloyd Bacon, songs by Harry Warren and Al 
Dubin, and Berkeley's stunning choreography. 
Among the narrative elements first codified by this 
1933 classic: the tough-as-nails director, hungry 
for a hit; the difficult leading lady, who places the 
entire production in jeopardy; the unknown 
ingenue, pulled from the chorus to take over on 
opening night; and, above all else, that timeless 
show biz adage — “The show must go on!” 

The tradition of the backstage musical would 
continue with titles like Born to Dance (1936), 
The Great Ziegfeld (1936), Babes in Arms (1939), 
Yankee Doodle Dandy (1942), and just about 
anything from the period that starred Fred 
Astaire and Ginger Rogers. The genre produced 
dozens of stars, but perhaps none more endur- 
ing than dancer, director and choreographer 
Gower Champion. 

Born in Geneva, Illinois in 1921, Champion was 
dancing on Broadway by age 18. During World 
War Il, he joined the Coast Guard to perform in 
USO shows. Later, on the advice of popular 
Hollywood ballet teacher Ernest Belcher, 
Champion joined forces with Belcher's daughter, 
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Marge. As it turned out, the two were born to 
dance together. Their professional success led to 
marriage in 1947 and to starring roles on film, 
television, and the stage throughout the 1950's. 

Later in Champion’s career, he turned his atten- 

tion and expertise back in the direction of 
Broadway. As both director and choreographer, he 
would become famous 
(and infamous) for his E 
intense work ethic and 
legendarily | demanding 
rehearsals. As he did on 
the Hollywood sound 
stage, Champion set out to 
perfect a slick, distinctive 
style that melded every 
performer, prop and set 
into a seamless flow of 
song, dance and drama. 
Among his biggest Broad- 
way hits: Bye, Bye Birdie 
(1960), Carnival (1961), 
Hello, Dolly! (1964), 1 Do! І 
Do! (1966) and Mack and 
Mabel (1974). 

His greatest stage success came when he 
returned to the roots of the Hollywood musical to 
create the 1980 stage version of 42" Street. 
Drawn from the source material of the original 
novel by Bradford Ropes as well the 1933 Holly- 
wood adaptation, Champion’s Broadway version 
also borrowed elements from other lavish, 
Depression-era musical extravaganzas like Gold 
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“Dames" from 42nd Street, featuring Kyle Dean Massey as Billy Lawlor | 


Diggers of 1935 and Dames (1934). 

In addition to Champion as director and cho- 
reographer, the 42" Street team included book 
authors Michael Stewart (a Tony winner for his 
work on the librettos of both Bye, Bye Birdie and 
Hello, Dolly!) and Mark Bramble (Barnum), and 
the team of composer Harry Warren and lyricist 

Al Dubin, who resurrected 
their sublime score from the 
1933 movie, which included 
hits like "We're in the Money,” 
“Shuffle Off To Buffalo,” and 
"Lullaby of Broadway.” 
Champion also assembled 
one of the giddiest, most tap- 
happy choruses in Broadway 
history — as well as buckets 
of sequins and enough show- 
stopping moments for a 
dozen ordinary musicals. 
As the curtain came down 
on opening night on August 
25, 1980, cast, crew and 
audience alike knew that this 
revamped 42" Street was 
destined to become a classic in its own right. But 
amidst the closing curtain cheers, producer 
David Merrick stepped onto the stage, quieted 
the applause, and made an announcement that 
elicited a chorus of gasps: earlier that same day, 
the 59-year-old Gower Champion had died. 
Though he had been battling a rare blood cancer 
for some time, he had kept the dire state of his

illness from the cast. Unable to attend the public 
debut of his crowning achievement, he remained 
true to the adage that had informed his life and 
career: “The show must go on!” And so it did: 
42" Street enjoyed a more than 8-year run, 
making it one of the longest-running musicals in 
Broadway history. 

In 2001, when a major 
Broadway revival was. 
announced, some scoffed 
that it was too soon — that 
something as old-fashioned 
as 42" Street would fail to 
connect with 21"*-century 
audiences that had grown 
increasingly accustomed to 
rock musicals and revues 
fueled by pop hits. This time 
the production was directed 
by Mark Bramble, co-author 
of the original book, and 
choreographed by Randy 
Skinner, who served as 
associate choreographer on 
Champion's original Broad- 
way production. The original score was also 
seasoned with a few additional Warren-Dubin 
classics, including "Keep Young and Beautiful" and 
“| Only Have Eyes for You." 

By the time the newfangled 42" Street opened 
on May 2, 2001, this time in the heart of a reinvig- 
orated Times Square, Champion's timeless show. 
biz saga pulled another opening night punch: old- 
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fashioned or not, it drew raves from even the most 
jaded critics and went on to earn the 2001 Tony 
Award for Best Musical Revival. 

The touring version of that acclaimed revival 
that taps into NJPAC's Prudential Hall from May 
31 to June 5 promises to deliver the same immor- 
tal songs, the same show biz drama, and, of 
course, the same famously 
sequined, tap-crazy chorus 
that never goes out of style. 

"This is Broadway razzle- 
dazzle at its best!" said 
Jeffrey Lyons of WNBC-TV. 
"You'd never know there'd 
been an earlier version, so 
thrilling is this production. 
The evening cascades from ^ 
one boundlessly energetic 
number to another, topped 
only by the most sensational 
finale you'd ever want 
to see." 

Today, more than 70 years 
after its big-screen bow, the 
ever-splashy 42" Street is 
continuing to wow audiences from coast to coast. 
Somewhere, Champion must surely be smiling in 
the wings. The show must go on, indeed. MI

The Star-Ledger Scholarship for the Performing Arts was designed to expand higher education opportunities for 
the young people of Newark. This pragram, administered by New Jersey Performing Arts Center, enables NJPAC 
to identity, train and cultivate gifted Newark high school seniors whe desire to keep the performing arts as a cen- 
tral part of their lives. Three merit-based scholarships are awarded each year. These scholarships are among 
New Jersey's most prestigious scholastic awards, seeking to identify the highest achieving Newark high school 
seniors who wish to fulfill their potential by attending college, but who may not be able to because of financial 
limitations. This year, one student received a $40,000 doliar scholarship ($10,000 a year for four years) and two 
students received $20,000 scholarships ($5,000 per year for four years). The scholarships support a 4-year edu- 
cation leading to the completion of a degree from an accredited undergraduate institution. The scholarships also 
provide an opportunity to gain practical experience through internships at New Jersey Performing Arts Center.

what it would mean to Newark and its residents; 
its ability to have a significant impact on the New 
Jersey artistic community; the opportunity to 
serve New Jersey audiences with high-quality, 
unique performances; and the chance to be a 
resource for the state’s children and the educa- 
tional community.” 

On the occasion of his departure, many of 
Thomas's partners shared words of praise. 

“Philip elevated the role of arts education, both 
for schools and the community, in the professional 
arena,” says Carolyn Dorfman, Artistic Director of 
the New Jersey-based Carolyn Dorfman Dance 
Company. “He inherently understood the power of 
the arts to illuminate, educate and change pat- 
terns of thinking and behaving. He understood that 
arts education meant immersing students in the 
making, doing and seeing of art. He also sought to 
include talented artists, with a special focus on 
New Jersey artists, in all developmental and artis- 
tic aspects of his programming.” 

“Young people involved in the arts do better in 
school — and in life,” says Cynthia Meryl, Artis- 
tic Director of the Westfield Young Artists’ 
Cooperative Theater. “NJPAC and Philip Thomas 
had the vision that arts education should be 
accessible to all the youth of New Jersey. Philip 
took a chance on our little-known company 
and invited us to NJPAC because he knew the 
partnership would enable aspiring young per- 
formers and technicians, from all socioeconomic 
backgrounds, to participate in a first-rate, pro- 
fessional level musical production — for free. 
Because of the exposure we have received at 
NJPAC, WYACT was raised to a higher level and 
is now a recognized and respected New Jersey 
youth theater company.” 

“Philip opened the doors of NJPAC to the chil- 
dren of the NJN Hispanic Youth Showcase 
(presented annually in the Victoria Theater) with 
the goal of giving neighborhood kids an opportu- 
nity to shine in one of the best performing arts 
centers in the world, says Willie Sanchez, the 
Emmy® Award-winning Executive Producer of 
New Jersey Network's /mages/Imagenes pro- 
gram. “We will always be grateful to him for the 
opportunity, for his wisdom, his dedication, and 
his love for the arts and young people in the Gar- 
den State.” 
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Thomas names several milestones among the 
most exciting memories he takes from his NJPAC 
experience. They include early action projects 
such as Mural Magic and Fat City, which 
engaged youngsters from Newark and the sub- 
urbs in NJPAC arts education activities several 
years before the Arts Center opened its doors. 

Post-opening highlights for Thomas include 
the creation of the Lucent Center, co-founding 
the Jubilation Choir, the annual NJPAC Kwanzaa 
and Martin Luther King celebrations, and “the 
ability to bring international artists, particularly 
all the great dance companies and gospel 
artists, to the stages of NJPAC.” Thomas also 
points with pride to the achievements of the 
many “graduates” of NJPAC arts training pro- 
grams. “Many, like our first Star-Ledger 
scholarship recipient, Tyshawn Sorey, have 
gone on to college, completed degrees and now 
perform professionally.” 

He also counts the creation, in 1994, of a 10- 
year action plan for the NJPAC Arts Education 
Department as a highlight. “The most exciting 
thing for me in developing the 10-year action 
plan was the public discourse,” he recalls. “It 
was important for us to have the ability to engage 
in dialogue with the many varied sectors of New 
Jersey communities, to gauge their expectations 
for how the Arts Center could be a resource for 
children, families and the educational commu- 
nity. We learned that it pays to engage in an 
inclusive process. It informed our artistic and 
programmatic decisions in arts education.” 

Out of the planning process came the mix of 
performances, arts training, professional devel- 
opment and scholarship programs that have 
become the hallmarks of the NJPAC arts educa- 
tion program. “The process informed us what 
would be best for the State of New Jersey,” says 
Thomas. “We took a look at existing cultural 
resources in the state and did not want to com- 
pete with or duplicate programs. We benefited 
greatly from the broad range of experts in many 
fields who helped NJPAC crystallize how the Arts 
Center could best serve the various publics in 
New Jersey.” 

Thomas credits an array of corporate, founda- 
tion and individual sponsors and donors whose 
enlightened philanthropy helped make the 
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NJPAC arts education program so widely 
regarded. "You have to start with the pillars," he 
"Coming right out of the box were the 
Amelior Foundation, Prudential Foundation and 
The Victoria Foundation, all of which are still with 
NJPAC today. Their assistance was, and 
remains, particularly critical because they pro- 
vided the initial administrative support to get the 
program off the ground. That was a leap of faith 
and very generous of them.” 

“It has been so rewarding,” he continues.

“Philip's ten-year plan included the imple- 
mentation of technology as a strategic tool in 
broadening and strengthening the base of par- 
ticipants for the program,” says Dennis M. 
Bone, President, Verizon New Jersey, longtime 
sponsor of NJPAC's Verizon Passport to Culture 
SchoolTime and FamilyTime Series. For an insti- 
tution that needed to demonstrate that its reach 
extended well beyond the city in which it was 
located, this was a critical element of his vision 


for NJPAC.” 


Thomas also made a point to recognize the 
contributions of the Arts Education Department 
staff over the years. “We were fortunate early on 
to attract some very bright, energetic and pas- 
sionate young people to join our staff, and 
they've stayed through the years and have really 
had time to learn all the nuances of the complex

they are one of the best groups of young profes- 
sionals working in the arts in the country. That's 
essential to being successful." 

His colleagues were eager to repay the com- 
pliment. "Philip Thomas is a visionary who in a 
few short years created the 4" largest arts edu- 
cation department in the United States,” says 
Sanaz Hojreh, Assistant Vice President for Arts 
Education, and Donna Bost White, Director of 
Arts Education. “Philip managed to motivate 
„ young and old to 
|E accomplish the sin- 
|^ gle goal of enriching 
the lives of children. 
During his tenure 
at NJPAC, Philip 
amassed an army of 
staff, artists, and vol- 
unteers to һер 
achieve this goal. He 
has left a legacy at 
NJPAC." 

Dorfman agrees 
and adds that Thomas 
has left "possibilities 
of great growth at NJPAC." She says that she 
looks forward *to seeing NJPAC's education pro- 
grams continue to grow and flourish under the 
next leadership." 

As to his own future, Thomas says he is going 
“to take some time off and then pursue projects 
that (he's) really interested in artistically.” He 
plans to "initiate some projects and work with 
other facilities, artists, companies and organiza- 
tions that are interested in facilities planning, 
artistic programming, arts education, and mar- 
keting.”
